2. Definitions. — In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, — 

(a) “Act” means the Se.i Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878); 

(b) “goods” means public address equipment manufactured in India or the 

State of Pondicherry and In the manufacture of which imported 
materials have been used; 

(c) “imported materials” means materials Imported into India or the State 

of Pondicherry on payment of customs duty, 

3. Goods in respect of which drawback may be paid. — Subject to the provisions 
of the Act and these rules a drawback shall be allowed In respect of the Imported 
materials used in the manufacture of the goods exported from India or the State 
of Pondicherry, or shipped as stores for use on board a ship proceeding to a 
foreign port. 

4. Rate of drawback. — (1) The rate of drawback admissible under these rules 
on the shipment of the goods shall be the average customs duty paid on the 
imported materials, used in the manufacture of the goods. 

(2) Such rate shall be determined by the Central Government (hereinafter In 
this sub-rule referred to as the Government) at such intervals as the Government 
may consider necessary on the basis of information furnished by the manufacturer 
of the goods and verified by the Government in respect of the duty paid on 
imported materials during such period as in thp opinion of the Government' Is 
relevant for the purpose, 

5. Manner of allowing drawback, — Drawback shall be allowed on the shipment 
of the goods from any port in India or the State of Pondicherry subject to the 
following conditions, namely: — 

(a) that the shipper shall, qn the relative shipping bill- make a declaration 

that a claim for drawback under section 43B of the Act is being 
made; and 

(b) that the shipper shall furnish the Customs Collector with a copy of the 

shipment invoice or any other document giving details of the des- 
cription, quantity and value of the goods under shipment. 

6. Powers of Costoms Collector. — For the purpose of these rules, the Customs 
Collector may require the shipper or the manufacturer of the goods to produce 
any books of accounts or other documents relating to the proportion and quantity 
of the Imported materials used In the manufacture of the goods and the duty paid 
thereon, or to furnish any return in respect thereof. 
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7. Access to manufactory. — The manufacturer of the goods In respect of which 

a drawback is claimed under these rules shall give access to every part of the 
manufactory to any officer of the Central Government specially authorised in this 
behalf by the Chief Customs Officer or the Chief Customs Authority, to enable the 
officer so authorised to Inspect the processes of manufacture and to verify by 
actual chock or otherwise the statements made in support of the claim for draw- 
back.

( 2 ) A fee of one rupee shall be paid in respect of a postal article for the 
redelivery of which application is made. This fee shall, in no circum- 
stances, be refunded.

An application for the redelivery of a postal article may be presented 
in writing to any of the authorities referred to in condition ( 1 ) above 
either direct or through any officer in charge of a post office. In 
the case of foreign postal articles, this application shall also be 
accompanied by such other documents duly filled in by the sender 
as the Director General may prescribe. 


( 4 ) The sender may, at the time of making his application for redelivery 

of an article to him, request that any communications that may have 
to be addressed to offices in India or in foreign countries be trans- 
mitted by air or by telegraph. In such a case, the sender shall be 
liable to pay the amount of air mail or telegraph charges payable 
1 on such communications. 

(5) Application may be made only by the sender of a postal article or by 
l some other person authorised in this behalf by the sender in writing. 


( 8 ) Every application shall be accompanied by a statement (which may 
be enclosed in a sealed cover) indicating the reason why redelivery 
is sought. The sealed cover shall be opened only by the authority 
authorised to issue the order of redelivery or where such authority 
is, the Central Government by a Secretary to the Central Government. 


(7) If the authority mentioned in condition (1) above decides to order the 
redelivery of the article, it shall not be redelivered to any one but to 
the sender or to some person authorised in this behalf by the 
sender in writing.
